GREENWICH Council has called 
on the Government to give a clear 
commitment that Crossrail will 
still include a vital link to South 
East London and Kent. 

The borough - and the capital as a 
whole - is set to see enormous 
benefit from the cross-river link 
that would connect Abbey Wood, 
via a new station at the Royal 
Arsenal, to Canary Wharf, central 
London and Heathrow. 

The inclusion of the Royal 
Arsenal station in the Crossrail 
Bill followed a successful 
campaign by the council, local 
MPs, residents and businesses, 
emphasising the economic 
benefits. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
told GT: 

“The cross-river link is an 
absolutely critical part of the 
Crossrail plan. This section of 
Crossrail is the one that will bring 
the greatest level of benefit, as it 
offers to open up not just 
Greenwich but also Bexley and 
large parts of north Kent. 
“South-east London and Kent 
have traditionally been under- 
served by public transport. For an 
illustration of the benefit that 
new rail and tube links can bring, 
you need look no further than 
North Greenwich, where the 
arrival of the Jubilee Line has 
enabled the entire Greenwich 
Peninsula site to be regenerated

Siblings honoured by 
new commemorative stamp

A TRIO of World War 
Two evacuees are on the 
move again - this time 
courtesy of the Royal 
Mail, who have put their 
faces from 1940 on a 
commemorative stamp. 

Greenwich siblings 
John, Barbara and 
Rosemary Dawson were 
photographed at King’s 
Cross station as they 
boarded a train bound for 
the safety of rural 
Northampton. 

Evacuation was a 
terrifying ordeal for young 
Londoners, the prospect of 
being wrenched from their 
families almost as 
frightening as the thought 
of being bombed out at 
home. 

Seven decades later the 
stamp’s central figure 
Barbara admits that she 
was so scared that the 
train ride into the 
unknown was erased from 
her memory. 


“I can remember mum 
putting us on the bus, and 
saying to me, ‘Babbsy, go 
down the front of the bus 
with Rosie and John and 
look after them,”’ she said. 
“I don’t remember the 
journey from King’s Cross 
at all. I can remember

being on the bus, but I 
always assumed we went 
to Northampton by bus, 
because I think we must 
have been so traumatised.” 

Fast forward to 2010, and 
Barbara Sothard - now 76 - 
holds on tight to her 
brother and sister, echoing 


the iconic image at a 
reunion at the station. 

The stamp is part of 
Royal Mail’s new 
collection, ‘Homeland 
Heroes’, which celebrates 
the grit of Britain’s home 
front during WW2. 

Philip Parker, head of 
stamp strategy at RM, 
said: “We felt this was an 
amazing opportunity to 
reunite the three brothers 
and sisters 70 years on in 
the same place in King’s 
Cross. It really helps to 
symbolise our special 
tribute to the war 
generation.” 

Barbara, who used to 
work at the post office in 
Greenwich, added: “It’s an 
honour, a great honour. I 
am a royalist, and one of 
my grand-daughters said, 
‘Nan, it couldn’t have 
happened to a nicer person 
to be on the photograph 
with the queen.’ She was so 
thrilled.” 

Around one-and-a-half 
million people were moved 
out of big cities between 


May 27 and June 4, 1940. THEN AND

“Crossrail offers the promise of a similar 
boost, but extending to a far wider area. 
“The cross-river section of Crossrail has 
all-party support in Greenwich and is 
fully backed by the Mayor of London, as 
well as the business community and 
residents. They all recognise that to have 
any prospect of attracting private 
investment to this part of the South-East, 
then the most important item element of 
public investment is improved transport 
links.” 

This section of Crossrail also promised 
the greatest level of benefit to the wider 
transport network, through the relief 
that it would bring to existing levels of 
congestion. 

Cllr Roberts added: “I sincerely hope 
that the Government will give full weight 
to these issues before making any 
decision on Crossrail’s future.”

Sites that 
are so 
popular 
with film 
makers

LIGHTS! Camera! Action! 
is the famous cry of film 
directors everywhere - and 
few places in the UK hear it 
more than Greenwich. 

The borough’s diverse range 
of locations, including a wealth 
of historical sites, makes it a 
firm favourite among film and 
television professionals. 

The industrial legacy of its 
riverside, the largest expanse 
of parks and open spaces in 
London, houses and housing 
estates from all eras and 
unique buildings such as the 
Old Royal Naval College and 
the Royal Observatory have all 
attracted filmmakers eager to 
bring an authentic atmosphere 
to their work. 

Greenwich Council has its 
own dedicated Film Unit which 
attracts and facilitates filming 
in the borough and offers a one- 
stop service to the film and TV 
industry. The unit helps 
production companies find the 
best locations, and offers 
support services to enable 
filming to take place in the 
borough. The team plays a 
crucial role in managing the 
work of film crews in the 
borough. Types of productions 
range from commercials to 
music videos and major feature 
films. 

Some of the most popular 
locations for filmmakers 
include the Greenwich and 
Woolwich Foot Tunnels, which 
have been used for feature 
films such as Dorian Gray and 
numerous music videos 
including Massive Attack, as 
well as being used for stills 
photography for the new Paul 
Weller album cover. 

White Hart Depot, a Victorian 
warehouse complex in 
Plumstead, was used 
extensively for new-wave 
Hammer Horror film 'Beyond 
the Rave’, a music video for Mel 
C, numerous commercials and 
a number of episodes of TV 
programme 'Brainiac'. Other 
popular locations are the 
Thames river path and the 
riverfront, Charlton House, 
and many of the borough’s 
parks. 

Productions that have filmed 
in the borough and are 
currently on screen include 
new BBC drama ‘Luther’, 
which filmed scenes in Tunnel 
Avenue SE10 and on the 



Thames river path, 
'Junior Apprentice' 
with episodes shot in 
Greenwich town 
centre streets and 
Greenwich Market, 
and a Cheryl Cole 
music video filmed 
at Eltham Palace. 

The BBC’s 90

FIREPOWER! - The Royal Artillery 
Museum in the historic Woolwich Arsenal, 
has also attracted filmmakers. Its involvement 
ranges from being used as a backdrop or stage 
set, to its collections being used as props. The 
museum is keen to attract more filmmakers to the 
site. Eileen Noon, the museum’s Chief Operating 
Officer, said: “Income from filming activity goes 
towards maintaining the museum.” Programmes 
featuring the museum include the BBC’s ‘A Family 
At War’, ‘Monarch Of The Glen’ and ‘Who Do You 
Think You Are, ‘The Battle Of The Somme’ for 
Australian TV, and ‘The Salvage Squad’ for 
Channel 4. The buildings and the site were 
used in 2008 for the filming of ‘Bright 
Star’, starring Ben Whishaw and Abbie 
Cornish, which told the story of 
poet John Keats and his lover 
Fanny Brawne.

Other TV favourites 
that have filmed in Greenwich 
include ‘Spooks’ and ‘Ashes to 
Ashes’.

Another borough location 
that is popular with 
filmmakers is The Old Royal 
Naval College which attracts 
many high-profile feature 
films, including the recently- 
released ‘Wolfman’, starring 
Anthony Hopkins, Gulliver’s 
Travels, and Guy Richie’s 
remake of Sherlock Homes, 
starring Jude Law and Robert 
Downey Jr.

GREENWICH has been 
going elephant crazy 
over the past week, with 
Jumbo and his friends 
making themselves 
noticed around the town. 
Two brightly-coloured,

Volunteers

DIG out your wellies! 

Volunteers are needed to 
take part in this year’s 3Rivers 
Clean-up, the campaign has 
been set up to clear and 
protect the Ravensbourne, 
Pool and Quaggy rivers which 
flow though Greenwich and 
other South East London 
boroughs. 

Special clean-up days are 
taking place early next month 
to clear litter along the river 
banks, and remove as much 
Himalayan Balsam as 
possible. 

This plant, which changes 
the natural characteristics of 
riverside vegetation, impacts 
on wildlife in the area. 

The invasive species was 
introduced into Britain in 
1839 as an ornamental garden 
plant because of its attractive 
pink flowers. 

However it ‘escaped’ from 
gardens and quickly started 
to grow along local 
riverbanks, where it thrives 


on the damp ground. 

Clean-up activities will 
include learning how to 
identify Himalayan Balsam 
and then removing the plants, 
with any litter found on the 
way. The result will be three 
much cleaner rivers. 

Clean up days on the River 
Quaggy will be held on: 

• Tuesday, June 1 between 


6pm and 8.30pm at Sutcliffe 
Park. Meet in the centre of the 
park near the athletics track. 

• Thursday, June 3 between 
6.30pm and 9pm at Kidbrooke. 
Meet in Brookmill Park near 
the Rangers Office. 

• Thursday, June 10 between 
6pm and 8.30pm at Weigall 
Road.

New family 
project 

tackles ASB 


RESIDENTS whose lives are made a 
misery by anti social neighbours are 
being thrown a lifeline. 

The Southern Housing Group which 
manages hundreds of homes across SE 
London, has launched a new project in 
Greenwich to help improve the lives of 
residents. 

The Family Intervention Project (FIP) 
will work with local families, who are 
at risk of losing their homes due to 
anti-social behaviour. 

The project will support families to 
address the causes of anti-social 
behaviour, tackling issues as a whole in 
order to prevent eviction or other 
sanctions being applied. 

The project was funded with £40,000 
from the government’s £15m Challenge 
Fund set up to support Family 
Intervention Projects in partnership 
with social housing providers. 

The housing association organised 
match funding from the Tenant Services 
Authority, Communities and Local 
Government and the Department for 
Children Schools and Families as part 
of a joint bid with six other housing 
associations. 

The project will provide a full -time 
Family Intervention Project worker who 
will offer intensive practical support to 
families living in its Greenwich 
properties. 

Sharon Nandoo, Anti-Social Behaviour 
Manager, said: “Most residents who 
experience anti-social behaviour tell me 
that they just want the behaviour to 
stop, rather than to see the perpetrator 
lose their home. We’re committed to 
helping develop communities where 
people want to live, and we know that 
Family Intervention Projects have 
proved successful in other areas. We’re 
confident that this will make a big 
difference to the lives of those affected 
by anti-social behaviour.”

Poverty struck 

Call to help the poor from cycling student 


INTREPID Banke Adetayo, 24, 
is off on voluntary service 
overseas to Sierra Leone next 
month - but not before she 
tries to cycle up Maze Hill, 
without stopping. 

The non-stop cycle is one of 25 
challenges she’s undertaking to 
raise cash for her trip. 

Banke, from Greenwich, has 
been chosen to be part of the 
Youth for Development (YfD) 
scheme. It’s organised by VSO to 
enable young people between 18 
and 25 to work alongside 
communities around the world 
that are living in poverty. 

She’ll spend one year working 
with the Nurses Association of 
Sierra Leone to help train the staff 
to be advocates and champions for 
their area in the campaign to 
reduce deaths of mothers and 
their babies. 

Banke recently graduated with a 
Masters degree from Imperial 
College, London. She did a one- 
year course in the history of 
science, technology, medicine and 
society, and a study of the 
struggle to tackle malaria in the 
early 20th century. 

She’s passionate about VSO and 
she told GT: “I really want young 
people to know how important it

is to get involved and give back to 
our communities. I would be 
happy to talk to anyone about it.” 

Banke has already managed to 
raise almost half of the £1,000 that 
she needs so that the VSO charity 
can send other professionals 
abroad to do similar work. 

In the final run-up to leaving the 
UK for Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
she’s hoping to complete 25 
random challenges for 


sponsorship. 

“Every year, I try to complete a 
number of tasks before my 
birthday,” she said. 

“I chose ‘25 tasks’ this time 
because I won’t be celebrating my 
25th birthday in the UK later this 
year,” she said. 

She told us: “For instance, I’m 
learning to say ‘Hello I’m a VSO 
volunteer’ in 25 different 
languages. 

“I also want to spend two hours in 
a lift introducing people to VSO, I 
want to help out at a soup kitchen 
in the West End near my old 
university, and cycle up Maze Hill 
without stopping!”

Kidbrooke home purchases approved 


THE Council has won 
approval to purchase 
properties in Kidbrooke 
allowing the next stage of a 
major housing development. 

Negotiations with residents 
and businesses whose 
properties are to be 
purchased will now continue 
following government 
approval of a compulsory 
purchase order. 

It means the council can 
continue with the Kidbrooke 
Vision - the multi million 
regeneration of the Ferrier 
Estate and the Kidbrooke 
area.The vision includes 
plans for 4,000 new homes, 
businesses, community 
facilities, open spaces and a 


transport interchange. 

The scheme is being led by 
Greenwich Council in 
partnership with Berkeley 
Homes, Southern Housing 
and the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Negotiation with the owners 
of freehold and leasehold 
properties on the estate has 
been ongoing and has 
resulted in the purchase of 
129 homes by agreement. The 
decision to approve the 
compulsory purchase order, 
confirmed last week by the 
Government Office for 
London following a Public 
Inquiry in January, ensures 
that the remaining 45 homes 
can be purchased by the 


council. The borough will 
now look to conclude 
negotiations on a sale price 
with those homeowners, 
along with business owners 
whose leases are covered by 
the compulsory purchase 
order. 

Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts said: “The 
council’s vision for Kidbrooke 
has long been shared by local 
residents of the Ferrier estate 
and the surrounding 
community. The development 
will enable the council to 
replace an estate that 
suffered from very poor 
design and poor transport 
links. The new scheme will 
provide homes fit for the 21st 


century, as part of a well- 
designed development that 
has new schools and health 
facilities, new open spaces, 
community facilities and new 
businesses.” 

He added: “I fully 
understand that some 
homeowners and leaseholders 
have concerns over selling 
their homes, and am pleased 
that we were able to find a 
negotiated solution in the 
majority of cases. Those 
affected by the compulsory 
order have exercised their 
right to put their case to an 
independent inspector at a 
Public Inquiry, and the 
outcome has been to support 
the Council’s proposals.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property

A PEAR tree is 
flourishing in the 
scouts’ garden at St 
Richard’s Church in 
Swallowfield Road, 
Charlton, honouring a 
beloved leader and 
friend.

Film festival makes the final cut - are YOU up to the challenge? 


The jazz night that was kept under wraps for 1 6 
years - until Scene found out and went along to 
uncover something really special... 


IT seems almost a 
^ I H a shame to let the 
4 biggest live music 
secret in the 
borough out of 
the bag, writes 
Peter Cordwell. 

Every Monday night for the last 
16 years they’ve been jazzing it 
up at Mycenae House, 
Blackheath, without so much as 
a NIB in the local press. 

It took a nudge from newswise 
businessman Steve Nelson to 
point us in the direction of 
Mycenae House, two or three 
hundred leafy yards from the 
Blackheath Standard. And 
there was Steve, clutching the 
mic and belting out a version of 
‘Blueberry Hill’ that would have 
had Fats Domino on the Atkins 
diet. 

The format for Mycenae Music 
could not be more informal or 
comfortable. Performers get 
up from the floor and do their 
stuff, mostly standards, 
accompanied by professional 
bass player and MC Dave Silk, 
and equally professional piano 
player Phil Mead, who comes 
down from north London every 
week and can play pretty much 
anything asked of him. 

The standard was 
entertainingly high for a bunch 
of unabashed amateurs and one 
imagines that many a baritone 
has overcome his or her nerves 
and gone on to achieve great 
personal satisfaction over the 
last 16 years. Terence - “the 
long-resting actor” - Cowling 
has been having singing lessons 
for the past several months and 
uses Monday at Mycenae to 


judge how well they’re 
going. Not at all bad, I 
would say, as he sailed 
confidently through his 
two or three songs spread 
over the night. Terence 
told GT: “Mycenae offers a 
great opportunity for myself 
and others to build their 
confidencde to play in 
public. Normally I sing 
with Dave and Phil 
but tonight I 
brought along 
my guitar

for the first 
time to play 
and sing a 
comedy song. 
“It’s very much 
a musical 
democracy 
with a broad 
church of 
talents and 
styles. People 
tend to do just one 
number then come back 
for more later. It keeps 
everything nicely on the go .” 
Dave Silk keeps everything 
driving along behind his 
double bass, his laconic 
delivery undoubtedly 
helping would-be warblers to 
make that giant first step 
towards the mic. Dave said: 
“About 5,000 people must 
have been through over the 
last 16 years or so and I 
suppose I’m glad they don’t 
all turn up on the same night 
because that might present 
problems. There are open mic 
sessions around London and 


jam sessions, and the latter tend 
to have a long queue of 
saxophone players waiting to 
show off. We embrace poetry, 
dance routines and even jokes. 
Where we try to score over the 
others is that we’re not 
academic, we don’t have any 
rules or a set order on a 
blackboard. Above all, we try to 
get people to feel comfortable 
enough to give their first public 
performance.” 

Seasoned musicians like sax 
player Don Rendell make an 
appearance at Mycenae every 
once in a while, but Dave didn’t 
tell me whether Don gets 
involved in the club’s other 
weekly ritual, a late night curry 
at the Taste of Raj on 
Blackheath. “ Three or four of 
us go and once it was as many as 
18,” said Dave. “It’s a great way 
to unwind and they give us a 
fantastic reduction because 
we’re regulars.”

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Still Rolling along 

The last of the Rolling Stones’ great albums, Exile On Main St. gets a makeover 


WHILE the 

^ I m a Beatles were 
| / busy imploding 
by 1970, The 
Stones were in 
the midst of 

their most productive period. 
The ‘Big Four’ albums they 
produced between 1968 and 
1972 are widely viewed as 
their best work. 

Beggars Banquet from ‘68 
included the high watermark 
of the band’s singles career 
with the peerless Sympathy 
For The Devil, while Let It 
Bleed a year later was home to 
the paranoid Midnight 
Rambler and the atmospheric 
Gimme Shelter. 

Sticky Fingers in 1971 was 
most notable for Brown Sugar 
- the ode to heroin that is a 
popular sing-along at 
weddings, and the affecting 
Wild Horses. 

The last of the band’s purple- 
period quartet was Exile On 
Main St, an album recorded in 
tax exile in the South of 
France. It was a time of 
excess, even by the standards 
of the band that drew the rock 
‘n’ roll blueprint, and Mick 
Jagger has often voiced his 
dissatisfaction at the record’s 
poor mix and strung-out 
production. A re-master was 
on the cards then, and the 2010 
version comes with a bonus 
CD of previously unreleased 
material. 

It’s a contentious ploy. Some 
cynics regard the re- 
mastering practice as merely 
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cashing in, when in reality the 
‘new’ product differs little 
from the original, and regard 
the ‘warts ‘n’ all’ qualities of 
the originals as integral to an 
album’s character. 

Granted, unless you happen 
to have the ears of a record 
producer or are a fervent 
Stones-o-phile, the new 
production won’t leap out and 
kiss you on the ears, but that 
said, there is a definite 
dynamism and energy that 
was lacking in the ’72 original. 
Cash-in criticisms can’t be 
levelled at the reworking 


though - the 18-track album 
now boasts a bonus disc of a 
further 10 songs. And it’s not 
the scratchy demos and 
directionless noodling that 
has become a byword for 
‘previously unreleased 
material’ either - the new 
offerings are as strong in 
parts as the music that made 
the final cut. 

The first four tracks certainly 
could have graced any album 
of the period, kicking off with 
the peppy funk of Pass The 
Wine ( Sophia Loren), while 
Plundered My Soul in 
particular, seems a bizarre 


omission such is its strength. 
So Divine's guitar echoes 
Brian Jones’ haunting sitar 
line from Paint It Black and 
could have sat happily on any 
of the band’s sleazy output 
from the era, harking back to 
the spaced out strut of Let It 
Bleed. 

On the downside, Dancing In 
The Light isn’t one of the best, 
and probably didn’t make the 
original due to some pretty 
poor and strangled vocals. 
There is a couple of 
superfluous ‘Alternate takes’ 
too, which will only appeal to 
the most hardened acolytes of 
Mick & Co: One lackadaisical 
sub-vamp of Loving Cup 
that’s so slow it threatens to 
come to a complete standstill, 
and a passable-in-all-but- 
vocal version of Soul 
Survivor. 

Good Time Woman does what 
it says on the tin and is a 
decent pot-boiler, while 
final track, Title 5 is an 
interesting offering, if not 
overtly commercial or 
Stonsey-sounding. 

Its psychedelic guitar has the 
feel of an early T-Rex boogie, 
and although sans vocals and 
only a minute and a half long, 
it’s an insight into the 
direction the band could have 
taken had they been more 
interested in sonic evolution, 
rather than the more pressing 
task of sustaining their 
status as Best Rock ‘n’ Roll 
Band In The World.

Using her 
considerable culinary skills as a weapon of 
mass destruction - death by tandoori kebab 
and suffocation by naan bread were two of 
the best - Mrs Sethi wreaks a diabolical 
revenge on anyone daring either to upset or 
jeopardise the happiness of her forever- 
eating first born. 

Her victims, awaiting reincarnation, follow 
Mrs Sethi around, initially resentful and 

angry but eventually, recognising 
the purity of a mother’s motives,

become understanding and helpful. The 
police, led by Mark Addy as D. I. Smythe, 
bumble around in a constant state of 
confusion and are reduced to introducing a 
plant into the household, Detective 
Sergeant Murthy (Sendhil Ramamurthy), 
who rather conveniently happens to have 
been a childhood sweetheart of Roopi. Zoe

The characters do their best with what is, 
frankly, rather limited material. Azmi 
infuses her role as over-anxious mother 
with dignity and grace gradually building an 
impressive screen presence.

The rest of the cast simply make up the 
numbers, appearing only to be fed the 
occasional one liner, before disappearing 
once again into the background.

laWA might have worked well on the 
small screen as a 30-minute sitcom but 
on the big screen, it falls flat.

Council acts to protect public health 


A restaurant that was shut by 
environmental health officers has 
been allowed to reopen after a 
major clean up. 

San Miguel Tapas Bar and restaurant, 
on Greenwich Church Street, opened on 
May 13 three days after an emergency 
prohibition order was issued by 
Greenwich Magistrates. 

The restaurant was allowed to reopen 
after intensive work by the business 
owners to clean up and implement pest 
control treatments. 

Greenwich Council took action to 
protect public health after an 
environmental officer’s unannounced 
visit found an uncontrolled mouse and 
cockroach infestation, on May 4. 

The officer visited the restaurant 


check if improvements had been carried 
out following a first visit a week earlier. 
However, there was still evidence of 
mice and cockroaches in the basement, 
kitchen and food preparation area. 

As well as the infestation, there were 
large holes in the walls allowing the 
pests access to the restaurant while the 
general cleanliness of the premises was 
below standard. 

Council officers took photographic 
evidence which was used in court to 
gain an emergency prohibition order. 
Restaurant operator Mrs T 
Abdurahman, was ordered to close the 
restaurant until the pest infestations 
were under control and was ordered to 
pay the council’s costs of £600. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, Greenwich 


Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community services, 
said: “The majority of food businesses 
in Greenwich comply with the law but 
there is a minority that despite our 
guidance continue to put their 
customers’ health at risk. The council is 
urging food businesses to take 
advantage of the free advice available to 
them in order to protect public health 
and safety. We also want residents to 
enjoy their leisure time in the borough 
without putting their health at risk.” 

Local catering businesses can get 
advice on how to comply with food 
safety law through free seminars and 
coaching sessions organised by 
Greenwich Council.

denouement of penalties, an 
outcome which the Addicks 
faced with confidence in 
Randolph.

Safe on the buses 


Survey shows Greenwich among top four safest boroughs 


CONFIDENCE and 

reassurance are tangible on 
Greenwich’s buses since the 
Safer Transport Team (STT) 
was set up four years ago. 

The STT - comprising one 
police inspector, three 
sergeants, six PCs and 18 PCSOs 
- are one of the teams working 
across the capital. They are all 
entirely funded by Transport for 
London (TfL) and, in mid-April, 
the Greenwich STT heard 
they’re among the top four 
performers within the 32 
London boroughs. 

Team leader Insp. Peter 
Stroud, based at Woolwich 
Police Station in Market Street, 
told GT: “We've just received the 
results of an independent 
'Public Attitude' survey which 
shows that 99 per cent of the 
travelling public feel safe on 
Greenwich buses.” 

He said: “Also, from January, 
2009, there has been a 27 per cent 
reduction in crime on the bus 
system in this borough.” 

The team, out from mid- 
morning until late into the 
evening, works under the 
London-wide ‘Operation Tyrol’, 
whose aims are to support and 
protect both passengers and 
transport staff, reduce bus 
crime and increase public- 
confidence. 

Although they primarily work 
on the buses - both in uniform 
and plain-clothed - they also 
take part in joint operations 
with British Transport Police. 
Sgt Scott Brownlie said: “We 
also meet up regularly with the 
drivers and other staff at 
Plumstead Bus Garage, 
listening to their issues and 
concerns. That information is 
then collated and taken into 
consideration when we are 
planning priorities." 

He added: “The feedback from

WOOLWICH Arsenal DLR 
Station attracts around 
15,000 travellers a day. It 
alsohasa“gateline"”,so 
users must have a ticket 
to get in and out. That’s 
where the strong 
working partnership 
between Greenwich 
Police and the light 
railway’s customer 
service officers is so 
important. 

DLR’s Gary Williamson 
said: “We have a good 


relationship with the 
police. They are always 
on hand if we need 
them.” The DLR’s 22- 
strong customer services 
team are primarily 
around to help travellers 
buy the right ticket, help 
with Oyster card top-ups 
and give directions. But 
they welcome the strong 
relationship they have 
with the local police. 

Gary said: "We're open at 
5am and the last train 


comes in here at 1 .05am, 
and there are always DLR 
staff around to help the 
public. The Safer 
Neighbourhoods 
officers are never too far 
away.” Customer 
services officer Debbie 
Shepherd has worked on 
the station for nine 
months. She said: “The 
majority of people are 
fine but, if we get a 
problem, the PCSOs are 
always around.” 


the drivers is very positive, we 
are without a doubt making a 
difference and we have 
improved their working 
environment." 

The STT regularly 
demonstrate sensitive weapons- 
screening “arches” both in 
schools and at busy transport 
interchanges, as well as 
conducting planned “sweeps” 
for weapons in certain known 
hot-spots in the borough. 

At the same time, team 
members are well-known at 
certain bus-stops around 
Greenwich when the schools 


turn out. Sgt Brownlie said: 
“We're a visible, reassuring 
presence, making sure that 
children feel safe. Staff at the 
schools also acknowledge our 
presence, they come out and 
meet us, knowing that we're 
there to support them.”

Alison spreads the word on ‘her patch’ 


ALISON Cullen is just one of 
scores of residents giving up 
free-time to work with police 
teams for a safer, better 
Greenwich. The busy 
grandmother, who already 
chairs the council’s Charlton 
and Carnbrook Housing Panel, 
is now in the hot seat of the 
Kidbrooke and Hornfair Safer 
Neighbourhoods Panel as well. 
“When I started to lose my 
sight and I couldn’t work any 
more, I decided I wanted to get 
into the voluntary side of 
things,” said Alison, a former 
carer for Age Concern. 

Despite cataracts - and now 
detached retinas - Alison is out 
and about every day, chatting 
to residents, organising 
meetings, going on courses. 

We caught up with her at the 


Blackheath Standard, 
distributing leaflets for the 
area’s first Safer 
Neighbourhoods Community 
Day that was held at Samuel 
Montagu Youth club in Broad 
Walk on May 8. 

The Safer Neighbourhoods 
panels like Alison’s are 
closed to the general 
public. However, 
Neighbourhood Watch 
reps have a regular 
input, and more panel 
reps are always needed. 
Alison, who has lived in 
the area for more than 20 
years, said: “I started off 
wanting to make this a safer 
place for the elderly. We’ve 
worked closely with the 
police on this, and we've 
really managed to sort 



things out. 

“People in this area know what 
I do now. They know I will pass 
on any information to the 
officers - because some people 
are wary about going straight 
to the police themselves. 

“Our local police team is very 
visible, so residents also know 
that things are being done. 
And we’re always looking 
for more people, prepared 
to help make their 
community better.” 

Sgt Tony Watts heads up 
Alison’s local team. They 
work alongside the 
Blackheath and Westcombe 
team out of a small office at 
Marks and Spencer in Old 
Dover Road. 

The sergeant and his 
colleagues hold regular, 


impromptu “street briefings” - 
usually around 2.30pm on 
occasional weekdays, either at 
the bottom of Shooters Hill 
Road or round towards 
Kidbrooke School in Corelli 
Road. 

The officers also hold an 
informal, drop-in “surgery” 
for residents to raise any 
issues of concern on the first 
Monday of the month at 
Charlton Rugby Club in Broad 
Walk. 

Tony said: “We rely on people 
like Alison. They know what 
the priorities should be - 
because they live in the area 
and know it inside out.”
